Last week Salisbury University 
hosted the first district congres- 
sional debate, providing the com- 
munity with an opportunity to 
witness the three major candi- 
dates vying for a position in the 
House of Representatives. 

Democrat Frank Kratovil, 
Republican Andy Harris, and 
Libertarian Richard Davis faced 
off in Holloway Hall while dis- 
cussing questions asked by mod- 
erator Don Rush, as well as ques- 
tions submitted by Salisbury stu 
dents. The electric atmosphere 
could be sensed throughout the 
auditorium as local public offi 
cials, reporters and TV cameras 


were stationed around the hall. 


Much anticipation surrounded 
the debate as it was the first and 
only of its kind for the First 
District of Maryland prior to 
Election Day. “Ours is a unique 
district. We’re very conservative 
fiscally, but environmental issues 
are very important in this area,” 
said Mayor Barrie P. Tilghman. 
“We need someone who can run 
that balance of conservative and 
liberal issues.” 

The debate began with opening 
comments by each candidate, fol 
lowed by questioning and then 
student-submitted questions. 
Davis, a dentist, began by 
explaining the fundamentals of 
the Libertarian party, hoping to 
establish a better understanding 
among the audience. Senator

In his 31 years at Salisbury 
University, Tom Jones has held 
almost every academic position 
at the school — professor, 
department chair, dean and 
most recently, the provost and 
vice president of academic 
affairs. 

In August 2006, Jones took 
on his current position — at 
first just for a temporary, year- 
long stay. However, he took an 
offer to remain at the job and 
stayed for two additional years. 

Jones described how the 
provost not only does some of 
the university’s activity coordi- 
nation, but can also act as an 
on-campus president by taking 
charge and overseeing university 
happenings when the president 
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Provost Jones to step down 


is off campus. 

Since Jones is also the vice 
president of academic affairs, he 
collaborates with the school 
deans on certain issues as well. 

He noted that now he doesn’t 
feel as fulfilled as he had while 
working as a faculty member 
and said, “I still haven’t lost my 
desire to go back to the faculty.” 

With his current job, he also 
doesn’t have much time to inter- 
act directly with students or to 
study and teach his favorite sub- 
ject — science. 

As a result of this, Jones has 
decided that he will not be 
working as the provost and vice 
president of academic affairs 
for the next academic year. 

Instead, he will be returning 
to the SU staff as a part-time 
biology professor and also as 
the STEM (Science, Technology,

Many students have noticed the 
heightened security patrolling the

“The rationale behind the securi 
ty guards is that if students are 
noticing them, we are hoping that 
the people who come to this cam 
pus with intentions other than edu 
cational purposes will notice them, 
too,” said University Chief of 


Police Edwin Lashley. ““Their

“University Police has no man- 
date to interrupt parties,” Lashley 
said. “It is not our focus, intent, or 
purpose to bust parties. It is our 
duty to make it possible for com- 
munity students to live safely.” 

“We understand that the college 
experience goes beyond academ- 
ics,” Lashley said. “We understand 
that students are going to partici- 
pate in social activities, too. We just 
want them to be safe about it.” 

Lashley pointed out that in inci- 
dents involving crimes against SU 
students, the majority of the time 
the victim’s sobriety comes into 
play. “At two or three in the morn- 
ing, an inebriated student is an easy 
target,” Lashley said. 

University Police encourages stu- 
dents to take advantage of their 
resources and use caution when 
going out at night. They advise stu- 
dents to use Saferide and never, 
under any circumstances, walk 
alone. 

The Campus Safety Initiative 
developed by Dr. Dudley-Eshbach 
has been huge for the University as 
well, Lashley said. It has brought

An American envoy and 
North Korean officials ended 
their meetings on Friday after 
three days of inconclusive talks 
with each other about nuclear 
weapons.

Assistant Secretary of State 
Christopher Hill returned to 
Seoul, South Korea, after his trip 
to North Korea, during which 
he tried to rescue a six party dis 
armament for an aid deal which 
the North suddenly broke this 
past month when they stopped 
dismantling their nuclear facili- 
ties.

have been searching for the best 
solution to the current financial 
crisis. The crisis, which has been 
roiling throughout Wall Street 
over the past month, has prompt- 
ed an unprecedented government 
bailout of $700 billion. In times 
of financial crisis, the country 
sees declines in the stock market, 
deteriorations in bank balance 
sheets and increases of uncer 
tainty. Certainly these character- 


istics fit the economy now as

Chambers also explained that 
the reasons for the proposal of 
the bailout in the first place were 
an attempt “‘to add liquidity and 
for solvency, both of which are 
factors that help improve the sta- 
bility of the financial-system,” 
Chambeéets said. 

The bailout allows the Fed to 
provide new liquidity to the mar- 
kets by allowing it to purchase 
illiquid assets. It is hoped that the 
new liquidity provides greater 
solvency to companies experienc- 
ing difficulties. With the bill 
being passed, the Federal Reserve 
will not have to exercise the sec- 
ond option of printing money to 
inject into the financial system. 
As a result, the Fed and the 
European Central Bank [ECB] 
should be able to cut interest 
rates in the coming weeks. 

On the whole, the Democrats 
wanted more relief in the bill for 
mortgage borrowers whereas 
Republicans wanted the banks to 
get less taxpayer money. Along 
with the bailout of many compa- 
nies, other new measures of the 
bill also offered increased protec- 
tion for saving deposits, 
increased child tax credits, more 
aid for the hurricane victims, tax 
breaks for renewable energy, and 
higher starting limits to the alter- 
native minimum tax [AMT]. 
President Bush pushed for the 
bill and urged that the House 
agree with him: “This thing, this 
issue, has gone way beyond New 
York and Wall Street,”

All of this obstinance from 
North Korea has come during a 
time whtn the world has been spec- 
ulating about the health condition 
of their autocratic leader Kim Jung- 
Il aged 66. He is believed by the 
United States to have suffered a 
stroke, a story which has been 
vehemently denied by the North. 
Jung-Il is reported, by the North’s 
state-run news agency, to have 
made his first public appearance in 
over a month at a soccer match 
between two universities. 

Over the past month, North 
Korea has been giving out mixed 
messages. It gave some hope that it 
would back off their threats of 
restarting their nuclear program 
when they invited the American 
envoy to pay a visit and held their 
first talks with South Korea in over 
eight months. The re-establishment 
of nuclear facilities has put a 
damper on thawing international 
attitudes toward North Korea. 


Special prosecutor to 
investigate attorney firings

Last Monday, Attorney General 
Michael Mukasey named a special 
prosecutor to investigate the improp- 
er firing of nine federal prosecutors. 
The naming of Nora Dannehy, acting 
US. Attorney for Connecticut, as the 
lead investigator of the inquiry came 
after the report of an internal Justice 
Department investigation which 
found that politics played a role in the 
firing of several of the nine attorneys. 

“We believe that the evidence col- 
lected in this investigation is not com- 
plete, and that serious allegations 
involving potential criminal conduct 
have not been fully investigated or 
resolved,’ the 358 page report said. 
Among the possible crimes commit- 
ted are making false statements, 
obstruction of justice and wire fraud. 

The controversial firings took place 
in 2006 and the subsequent fallout led 


to the resignation of numerous offi- 





One case that the report mentioned 
as particularly egregious was the firing 
of David Iglesias, a U.S. Attorney in 
New Mexico. “We believe that 
Department’s actions in this case to 
remove Iglesias — based on com- 
plaints from New Mexico political 
officials and party activists about his 
handling of particular criminal cases 
and without any action to determine 
whether the complaints were legiti- 
mate...were an abdication of senior 
Department leaders’ responsibilities, 
independence and integrity.” 

Dannehy’s primary responsibility is 
to determine whether charges should 
be filed against administration offi- 
cials, Republican members of 
Congtess and aides believed to have 
had a hand in the firings. As such, she 
has broader powers to compel testi- 
mony and materials than the internal 
investigation. 

Dannehy has a reputation for being 
a tenacious and evenhanded attorney. 
In 2004, she led the prosecution of 
John Rowland,

Computer failure on Hubble space telescope delays scheduled launch

The Hubble Space 
Telescope stopped send- 

ing data to Earth on 
Saturday, Sept. 27 due to

and was launched in 1990 by the 
crew of the space shuttle 
Discovery. 

The first step to fixing this prob- 
lem is to switch to “Side B’”, 
backup channel for the control sys- 
tem. There are many concerns 
though as the backup channels 
have not been used since the late 
1980’s — before the telescope was 
deployed. 

Hubble manager Preston Burch 
believes that even if the switch is 
successful, a replacement part for 
“Side A” will still need to be sent 
up to prevent any other malfunc- 


tions. 


The space shuttle Atlantis was 
scheduled to launch on Oct. 14 for 


an upgrade mission to the telescope. 


NASA had originally planned to 
install new batteries, a wide-angle 
camera and other technology to 
make the deep space images clearer. 
The upgrade mission was also sup- 
posed to extend the telescopes 
working life by 10 years. 

Atlantis’ mission has now been 
postponed until early 2009 and will 
become not only an upgrade but 
also a repair mission. This post- 
ponement will cost the Hubble pro- 
gram about $10 million a month. 

“Tt couldn’t have happened at a 


better time,” said NASA’s science 
chief Ed Weiler. “Think about if 
this failure had occurred two weeks 
after the servicing mission, we had 
just put two brand new instruments 
in and thought we extended the life- 
time for five, 10 years and this thing 
failed after the last shuttle mission 
to Hubble.” 

Many people have been question- 
ing whether the telescope is worth 
being saved since it is costing NASA 
millions of dollars, Over its life- 
time, Hubble has cost about $10 bil- 
lion. The upcoming service and 
repair mission Atlantis is estimated 
to cost around $900 million. But 


scientists are saying Hubble is defi- 
nitely worth saving. 

“These things happen. It’s been 
up there in orbit, outside the protec- 
tive atmosphere of the Earth for 18 
years,” said Heidi Hammel, an 
astronomer at the Space Science 
Institute in Boulder, Colo. “Glitches 
happen. It’s an incredibly robust 
instrument.” 

While Hubble has been an incred- 
ible success for NASA, as the US. 
space agency looks toward the 
future, it has plans to replace the old 
shuttle fleet with a new space vehi- 
cle called Orion, which is set to 
launch in 2014.

Biden, Palin engage in 
Vice Presidential debate

After the entertaining presiden- 
tial debate two weeks ago, this 
past week held the vice presiden- 
tial debate between Senator Joe 
Biden and Alaska Govenor Sarah 
Palin at Washington University in 
St. Louis. Gwen Ifill of PBS’s 
“The NewsHour with Jim Lehrer” 
and “Washington Week” hosted 
the 90-minute debate between the 
two nominees. 

Though Palin did better than 
expected, it was obvious that 
Biden won the debate hands 
down; he was not free from criti- 
cism, as he kept repeating that 


McCain wants to give oil compa- 
nies a $4 billion tax cut, though 
McCain supports a cut in income 
tax for all corporations. He also 
said that the economic policies of 
the Bush administration led to 
excessive deregulation, though a 
1999 law he voted for allowed 
investment banks to create mort- 
gage-related securities, which are 
at the root of the current eco- 
nomic problem. 

Palin mentioned that Obama 
voted 94 times to increase taxes, 
which is misleading according to 
factcheck.org, a non-partisan proj- 
ect of the University of 
Pennsylvania’s Annenberg Public 
Policy Center. In attuality, of the 


94 votes, 23 of those were against 
proposed tax cuts; seven were “for 
measures that would have lowered 
taxes for many, while raising them 
on a relative few, either corpora- 
tions or affluent individuals,” 11 
were to increase taxes on those 
who made over $1 million a year, 
to help fund programs like head 
start, school nutrition and veteran- 
s’ health care; and 53 were votes 
on budgets or amendments that 
“could not have resulted by them- 
selves in raising taxes,” though 
many “were clear statements of 
approval for increased taxes.” 

Sarah Palin continued the estab- 
lished method from John McCain 
of giving canned answers and

The youth vote has never 
been very high. The presi- 
dential election of 1972 cur- 
rently holds the record for 
highest youth turnout, with 
49.6 percent of those 18-24 
year-olds voting. Over the next 
three decades, the number of 
youth voters has steadily 
dropped, reaching a nadir in the 
2000 election, with 32.3 percent 
voting. 2004 saw a noticeable 
uptick, with 41.9 percent of 18- 
24 year olds going to the polls. 
As impressive as that increase 
may seem, it is important to 
contrast that with the fact that 
73 percent of voters in their 
fifties and sixties voted in 2004. 

The downward trend does 


appear to have ended, however. 





Americans between 18 and 24 
are registering to vote in historic 
numbers. A survey taken by 
Harvard’s Kennedy Center of 
Government suggests 

that 71 percent 
of young 


adults 





have 
regis- 
tered to 
vote. If the actual 
number of registered young 
voters is even remotely close to 
the survey’s number, 1972’s 
record of 58.9 percent registra- 
tion has been shattered.

Congressional debate 
an allegory for modern 
American politics 


Candidates’ mudslinging disheartening

Last week, political rivals Frank 
Kratovil, Andy Harris and Richard 
Davis held their only major debate in 
Holloway Hall. Each argued their 
case on contemporary issues like the 
War in Iraq and the Wall Street bail 
out. With three opposing views and 
Holloway Hall nearly filled to capaci- 
ty, I anticipated an engaging evening 
that would hopefully sway my vote 
towards one candidate.

Kratovil’s fist clenched, 
JFK-like responses were executed 
with such precision and rhythmic 
consistency that every sentence 
seemed canned, like a well-rehearsed 
bromide. Kratovil often referred to a 
‘time for change, which, to anyone 
following the election, seemed like 
an underhanded appeal to Obama’s 
successful rhetoric. If Harris’ ageres- 
sion was off-putting, Kratovil’s sil- 
ver-tongued confidence was suspect. 
Both front runners limited their 
answers to predictable party lines 
and often spilled over their time lim- 
its. 

Libertarian Richard Davis was an 


obvious third-wheel in the room; 





Kratovil and Harris scarcely 
acknowledged his existence, as 
though nothing had been said 
between their sets of bickering, 
Despite being ignored, Davis’ simple 
answers and bumbling delivery 
seemed charmingly different. Davis 
often passed on second-round 
remarks and never ran over time. If 
the two front runners had spent less 
time with trite personal anecdotes 
and carefully constructed phrases 
used to obscure their answers, they 
might not have either. In one 
instance — on whether guns should 
be allowed on college campuses - 
Davis was the only candidate actually 
to answer the question, whereas 
Hartis and Kratovil’s time dissolved 
into'a pointless back-and-forth about 
which candidate has the NRA’s affec 
tions. That said, on certain issues 
Davis seemed ill-prepared and 
although he may have earned more 
applause than Harris that night — the 
audience seemed to regard him as 
comic relief, not a serious candidate. 

The vast majority of attendees 
were adults from the area; most stu- 
dents seemed to be attending only 
for class assignments. Though 
solicited campus-wide, one student | 
spoke with had been told that debate 
organizers had received only sixteen 
submissions for questions to ask the 
candidates. Despite explicit instruc 
tions to the contrary, audience mem 
bers rudely shouted and booed can- 
didates. The few students near me 
snickered throughout the debate and 
quietly insulted their least favorite 
candidates to one another. 

So it seems that at every level of 
government we find partisan front- 
runners preoccupied with political 
ascent and third party candidates 
that no one takes seriously. Yet our 
small debate is just as eager to reveal 
the source of the greater problem — 
young minds who«are quickly surren 


dering America’s future with apathy, 


cynicism, and worst of all, laughter.

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Since Sept. 30, many food products are now labeled with their 


country’s origin due to a new food labeling law enacted by the FDA.

If you have been inside a 
grocery store after Sept. 30, 
then you would have seen that 
certain foods are labeled with 
their country of origin due to a 
food labeling law that recently 
went into effect. Foods such as 
romaine lettuce heads, certain 
types of fruit, chicken, beef, 
and raw seafood will list on 
their packaging what country or 
place in the U.S. it came from. 
However, certain foods in those 
categories such as mixed 
greens, peanuts, peanut butter, 
dried fruit, turkey, bacon, 
sausage and juice are not 
included in the labeling law.

food comes from, but there is 
also confusion as to why certain 
foods are not required to label 
their origin. Regulations rule 
out an assortment of foods that 
fall under the labeling require- 
ment that are processed, such 
as roasted peanuts, breaded 
chicken and bacon. This exclu- 
sion for processed food also 
means that certain mixed foods 
don’t have to be labeled, such 
as a package of frozen peas and 
carrots. The law also excludes 
foods for restaurants and cafe- 
terias and allows for small 
retailers like butchers and fish 
markets to not have to label 
their food. 

I think this is a really good 
idea because most people are 
leery of where certain foods 


originated from, and this label- 
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ing law now gives people more 
comfort in purchasing these 
products because they now 
know if what they buy is 
imported. I believe consumers 
have a right to know where they 
are buying food from, especially 
in this day and age. I personally 
now feel safer in purchasing 
these products because along 
with the nutritional value, I also 
have the added comfort in 
knowing whether my lettuce 
was grown in the US. or 
Mexico and that I get to choose 
which one I will buy. It is not a 
gucssing game anymore to con- 
sumers, and they do not have to 
wonder what country it origi- 
nated from. In a way, con- 
sumers have more power when 
it comes to purchasing because 
they are now the ones that get 
to pick, not the supermarkets 
or the supermarket suppliers. 

I wish that the labeling law | 
included foods such as chick- 
en, bacon and turkey because I 
feel that those products are 
heavily consumed and con- 
sumers have a right to know 
their origins. I would hope at 
some point in the near future 
that labels are put onto every 
product that we consume. This 
is a great law, but I really think 
it can be improved upon so the 
consumer can be as informed as 
possible. With past food scares 
such as the tainted tomatoes, 
we as consumers need to know 
where the food came from so 
we can quickly address the 
problem and fix it. I believe 
that if those tomatoes were 
labeled, the FDA would have 
found the source immediately 
and took those tomatoes out of 
stores. Again, I think this is a 
great law, but I think that in the 
best interest of the customer, 
every single product should be

resides in Vatican City. Bishops 
are each assigned a diocese, 
which is an area they are respon- 
sible for, while priests are the 
heads of parishes or churches. 
The duties of the individual vary 
between each level. 

“As a Bishop, I am responsible 
to lead and shepherd my people 
as well as teach and inform in 


the Catholic faith. I am responsi- 


ble for everything Catholic in the 


area assigned to me,” Malooly 
said. 

Malooly’s previously assigned 
area was the western section of 
the Archdiocese of Baltimore, 
which included counties such as 
Washington, Frederick, 
Baltimore, and Howard. He was 
installed the Bishop of the 
Wilmington Diocese on Sept. 8, 






after going through a three- 
month process 

“A representative of the Pope 
calls ‘and asks if you are willing 
to accept the new diocese. If you 
are willing to accept, you must 
then write a letter to the Pope,” 
Malooly said. His new diocese 
includes the state of Delaware 
and nine counties in Maryland. 
Basically, he is responsible for 
the atea east of the Chesapeake 
Bay. As for making changes, he is 
first going to “look and listen for 
a year.” 

Malooly is known for his 
involvement and investment in 
the youth. He believes that they 
are vital to the potential of the 
Catholic Church. “College stu- 
dents make up the Church of the 


future. Some are even more 


active than their parents. They 
serve as examples and role mod- 
els for both younger and older 
people of the Church,” he said. 

Malooly also stresses the sig- 
nificance of college religious 
organizations. “It is important 
for young people to share their 
faith with others their age. When 
they share common beliefs and 
discover new things together, 
their faith grows stronger.” 

Salisbury University had a pos- 
itive impact on Malooly. “I am 
very impressed with the spirit of 
the students here,” he said. “Also, 
the campus is very beautiful.” 

At the same time, he had a 
positive impact on Salisbury 
University. “Bishop Malooly puts 
an importance on our ministry,” 
said Regina Yankalunas, director 
of the Catholic Campus Ministry. 
“We are just as important as the 
Catholic parishes in Salisbury, 
and the Bishop’s visit shows this. 
It provided an opportunity for 
the young people to be listened 
to where our community works, 
plays, and worships.” 

Salisbury University student 
Rafe Park shared his outlook on 
the Bishop. “I think that Bishop 
Malooly’s visit to our college 
shows that he is ready to take his 
new job head on. It demonstrates 
his dedication to students and 
the future of the Church,” he 
said. 

When asked if he has any 
advice for college students, 
Malooly responded, “Take the 
opportunity to grow and develop 
in your life, make lasting friend- 
ships, and take your faith serious- 
ly.”

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A Good Night’s Sleep? 
What’s That? 


Counseling Services offers valuable tips

I’m not sure that the words 
“college” and “sleep” should 
be used in the same sentence. 
It seems that when students 
manage their time, sleep is 
never a priority and is usually 
one of the first sacrifices they 
make. Life in college is much 
different than when you were 
in high school. Never again 
will you experience years of a 
schedule that continually 
changes and lacks routine. It 
often seems that as soon as 
your body and mind have 
adjusted to your schedule for 
the fall semester, it is winter 
term, then a new schedule for 
spring, and before you know it 
you are into summer. 

Although it may have seemed 
irrational at the time, there was 
a purpose to your parents regu- 
lating your schedule through- 
out the years. Routines help us 
knowing what to expect and 
regulate our physical bodies. 
Although I realize that only a 
few make it through college 
without pulling at least one “all 
nighter,” Student Counseling 
Services would like to provide 
you with some tips in regards 
to getting a consistently good 
night’s rest. 

Go to bed and get up at the 
same time each day. 

Although this may not always 

be realistic, do your best to 

keep as close to it as you can. 
Therefore, even if you have 
class at 10 a.m. 3 days a week 
and no classes until 1p.m. the 
other two days, get up at 

9:00am every day regardless. I 
realize this initially sounds 
ridicujous, but if you don’t, the 
days you sleep in will impact 
your ability to fall asleep that 
night which will limit the num- 
ber of hours you are able to , 
sleep before having to get up 

at 9 a.m. again. Staying ona 
consistent schedule will allow 
your body to regulate itself, fall 
asleep quicker, and remain in 
REM sleep for longer periods 
of time in one night’s rest. 
Adapt a sleep routine for the 
hour prior to going to sleep. 
A consistent healthy routine 
will help prepare your body for 
sleeping (which is supposed to 
be a peaceful, pleasant, and 
restful time). During this 
hour, dim your lights. Our 
bodies release various chemi- 
cals depending on brightness. 
Change into comfortable cloth- 
ing. This will help you to feel 


relaxed. Do something low key 


during this hour. Read a book 
or magazine, take a hot shower, 
listen to soothing music, have a 
cup of decaf chamomile tea, or 
even some warm milk flavored 
with cocoa. 

Make sure your room and 
especially your bed are 
familiar, comfortable places. 
You are most likely moving 
into a new room or apartment 
at the start of the year and it 
might feel as if you are staying 
in a hotel. Surround yourself 
with things that are familiar 
and provide you comfort. 
Pictures of your family and 
friends, your favorite blanket 
and pillow, or the stuffed ani- 
mal you’ve been sleeping with 
since you were four. 

Do not consume caffeine 
after 4 p.m. 
stimulant which takes time to 


Caffeine is a 
clear out of your system. Even 
though you had Red Bull at 
5pm and it is now 11p.m., this 
does not necessarily mean that 
the caffeine has completely 
worn off. Drinking caffeine in 
the late afternoon or evening 
to get through studying or a 
night class will also keep you 
awake at midnight when you 
are lying in bed trying to fall 
asleep. 

If you lie down to go to 
sleep and 30 minutes later 
you are still awake, get back 
out of bed. 


tion of not being able to fall 


The pure frustra- 


asleep when you want to, can 
be enough to keep you awake: 
Get out of bed and do some- 
thing that still fits into your 
calming nighttime routine and 
takes your mind off not sleep- 
ing. Then, after about 30 min- 
utes get back in bed and try to 
go to sleep again. 

As tempting as it might be, 
do not nap. A 20 minute 
power nap will eventually lead 
to a two hour nap, which will 
impact your sleep cycle, REM 
periods, and your ability to fall 
asleep that night. This can be 
a vicious cycle of trying to 
catch up on sleep, but never 
feeling well rested due to the 
lack of quality sleep. Instead, 
get through the day and then 
go to bed an hour earlier that 
night. 


Please keep in mind however, 
that difficulty sleeping can also 
be a symptom. Therefore, if 
an inability to sleep or exces- 
sive sleeping continues for 
more than two weeks, we rec- 
ommended you consult with

Berkman, son Kylor and 
Hickman are the only D-III names 
on the nominee list for POLY. or 
C.O.Y. and Salisbury is the only D- 
III school nominated for a Laxie.
